SULPHUR MEN'S 
BONDS REDUCED 


James W. Bolen, attorney for the 
Sulphur men arrested last week for 
liquor offenses 
aud 
placed 
under 
heavy bonds ranging from $1,500 to 
$3,000 appeared before Judge Town­ 
send at Ardmore Saturday 
and 
on 
habeas corpus applications for four­ 
teen of the men succeeded in getting 
a1 lthe bonds but one reduced to $500. 
The judge knocked out the peace bond 
of $500 which had been required of 
each. 
Since the sweeping reduction 
all the prisoners probably can se­ 
cure bondsmen. 
U. S. Commissioner U. G. Winn, who 
held the hearing and set the bonds in 
:the cases, when seen by The News 
{man, expressed 
himself 
frankly 
as 
chagrined at Judge Townsend’s action. 
“The judge was certainly not fully ad­ 
vised in the prem ises/' said the com­ 
missioner; “I feel sure he 
does 
not 
know how much trouble the officers 
have bad with offenders at Sulphur, 
nor how strong the evidence and num­ 
erous the witnesses produced against 
the men last week.*’ 
As to knocking out the peace bonds 
on the ground that the commissioner 
had no authority to require same, 
Judge Wiun produced a letter from the I 
I United 
States 
Attorney 
of 
the 
Southern district attorney United State 
December. 
The letter referrs to a de­ 
cision of Judge Townsend rendered 
December 17, 1906, which clearly up­ 
held the power of U. S. court commis­ 
sioners to require such peace bonds, 
and the attorney urged Judge Winn 
to invoke that aid to good behavior 
whenever he thought it advisable, to 
the end that the liquor traffic might 
be suppressed in this district.

The Medical Times Explains Why 
Doctors Oppose Patent Medicines. 


The Medical Tim es for April In a 
moment of frankness explains tho 
whole opposition of physicians to “ pat­ 
e n t'’ medicines which are taken with­ 
out a prescription, in the following 
words: 
“We will hardly repeat here the 
specific statem ent to the effect that 
iu one year $62,000,000 has been ex­ 
pended on patent medicines iu the 
U nited States. 
Enough to give every 
practitioner in the country a yearly 
income of $2,000. 
In the face of such 
facts as these, all talk of love of hu­ 
m anity, altruism , self-abnegation and 
the like becomes ch eau and nauseat­ 
ing. 
It appears to us th at such bun­ 
combe should give place to homely 
common sense.” 
Reliable authority states that th© 
gross am ount of the “patent” medi­ 
cine business is about $40,000,000 in­ 
stead of $62,000,000 but taking the 
Medical Tim es' figures as correct they 
represent an outlay of considerably 
less than $1 per capita for home medi­ 
cation. 
The cost of doctors’ fees ex­ 
clusive of m edicines except such as 
are dispensed for the same period, 
probably was approxim ately $230,000,- 
000. 
This is reached by allowing an 
average income of $2,000 to each of 
the 115,000 physicians in the United 
States. 
Even allowing th at a gross 
business of $62,000,000 is to be divid­ 
ed between 115,000 physicians the in­ 
come of each would not be increased 
more than $540.

Sanitation of Small Towns. 
We hear much of the reduction in 
the death rate of large cities in recent 
years, but very little about the 
im­ 
provem ent of

It is well known, says the In 
dependent, that all the infectious dis 
eases claim m any less victim s in city 
life than they did 25 years ago, and 
the reason for it is not far 
to seek. 
Cities 
established 
departm ents 
oi 
health, gave to them ample 
powers, 
and then insisted on their being ef 
fective if their appropriations were to 
be continued. 
The consequence 
has 
been that not only has much suffer 
lug been spared, bat thousands—nay 
even hundreds of thousands—of i>eo 
pie are now alive who. in the words ol 
one prom inent 
sanitarian, have 
ne 
business being alive'—they would have 
been dead if the death rate that pre 
vailed 20 years 
ago 
still 
obtained 
Had they died their death would have 
been considered as from the hand oi 
God. 
We know that their living ii 
the result of the taking of some very 
sim ple m easures for the prevention oi 
disease. 


Evidently President Kingsley of tho 
New York Life Insurance company 
has learned tho great lesson of the 
tim es with respect to the responsibil­ 
ity and duty of directors of corpora­ 
tions. 
Speaking to the new board of 
trustees, on the occasion of his elec­ 
tion to tho presidency, he emphasized

ing. It appears to us that such bun- 
combe should gi\e place to homely 
common souse " 


Reliable authority states that the 


gross amount of the ' patent" medi- 
cmo business is about $40.000.000 in- 
Btead ot $62.000.000 but taking the 
Medical Times' figures as correct they 
represent an outlay of considerably 


• less than $1 per capita for home medi- 


cation. The cost of doctors' fees ex- 
clusive of medicines except such as 
are dispensed for the same period,

BONDS REDUCED 


James W. Bolen, attorney for the 


Sulphur men arrested last week tor 
liquor offenses 
and 
placed 
under 


heavy bonds ranging from $1,500 to 
$3,000 appeared before Judge Town- 
send at Ardmore Saturday 
and on 


habeas corpus applications for four- 
teen of the men succeeded in getting 
al Ithe bonds but one reduced to $500. 
The judge knocked out the peace bond 
of J50U which had been required of 
each. 
Since the sweeping reduction 


all the prisoners probably can se- 
cure bondsmen. 


U. S. Commissioner U. G. Wlnn, who 


held the hearing and set the bonds In 
the cases, when seen by The News 
man, expressed himself 
frankly aa 


chagrined at Judge Townsend'e action. 
"The judge waa certainly not fully ad- 
vised in the premises," said the com- 
missioner; "I feel sure be does not 
know how much trouble the officers 
have had with offenders at Sulphur, 
cor how strong the evidence and num- 
erous the witnesses produced against 
the men last week." 


As to knocking out the peace bonds 


on the ground that the commissioner 
had no authority to require same, 
Judge Winn produced a letter from the 
United 
States 
Attorney 
of 
the 


Southern district attorneyllnited State 
December. 
The letter referrs to a de- 


cision of Judge Townsend rendered 
December 17, 1906, which clearly up- 
held the power of U. S. court commis- 
sioners to require such peace bonds, 
and the attorney urged Judge Winn 
to Invoke that aid to good behavior 
whenever he thought it advisable, to 
the end that the liquor traffic might 
be suppressed in this district.
